The most remarkable incidents dur-

President McKinley has no deep con-

Possibly his inclinations may be hon- 
est, but the stronger mind of Mark 
Hanna overrides and controls all of his 
opinions. His word is law with the 
national administration on all sub- 
jects. 


THE SILVER ISSCE. 


McKinley, when in congress, advo- 


cated the free coinage of silver. In 


1S9C, 
when the natioaal Republican 


convention assembled, he was still a 
silver advocate. 
In order to secure 


the nomination he was compelled to 
subscribe to the bimetallic theory 
After his election as president he ad- 
vocated bimetallism and sent a com- 
mission to consult with European na- 
tions in order to bring it about. Iu 
this he failed. Now, in 1900, he is a 
gold standard Republican. What he 
will be, in case of his re-election, will 
depend entirely on what Mark Hanna 
may decide. 


POKTO KICO. 


In his message to congress the presi- 


dent declared that Porto Rico, as a 
part of the United States, should, in 
common justice, be entitled to free 
interchange of goods, &Q , with the 
United States. A few days thereafter, 
when Mark Hanca and his abettors 
had decided that the Spanish island 
was no part of the United States and 
that the people thereof should be held. 
not as citizens, but as subjects, then 
our visionary and submissive president 
yielded his strong and generous posi- 
tion and urged that Porto Rico should 
be compelled to pay a tariff of 35 per 
cent, on all goods, £e., which figure, 
after considerable opposition, was re- 
duced to 15 per cent.

LYMAX J. SAGE. 


The Republican party enacted the 


Act of March 14, 1900, for the express 
purpose of establishing the gold stand- 
ard for the United States. 


This was done before the nomina- 


tion of Bryan, when the Republican 
party declared that the silver question 
was dead. So matters stood until he 
made his unanswerable speeches on 
imperialism, militarism and trusts, 
and when it was apparent that these 
paramount issues would defeat the 
Republican party the national admin- 
istration began to hedge on the Act of 
March 14, 1900, establishing the gold 
standard. 


At the time they assumed great 


credit for thus "clearly and fully" ac- 
complishing this result. Senator Alli- 
son, of Iowa, in explaining and de- 
fending 
the provisions of this act, 


declared "Mat it would secure the re- 
demption of 
(ill public obligations, of 


whatever description, in gold com." 


In support of this position, that the 


above act fully established the gold 
standard, is the high authority of 
Secretary of the Treasury Gage, who 
says: "/ am satisfied that the new law 
estiibltehes the yold standard beyond as- 
snult, unless deliberately violated " He 
then gives, at length, his reasons for 
his opinion and then concludes, "In 
the event of Mr. Bryan's election, I 
think the gold standard would be 
resolutely maintained so long as the 
law remained on the statute book." 
In other words, Secretary Gage says 
he did not believe that a president of 
the United States, or any one whom 
he should pnt in control of the treas- 
ury department, would wantonly vio- 
late the laws of the country. And this 
is the opinion of every fair-minded 
man in the country. 


But presto! Change ! 
To counteract the terrific effects of 


Bryan's speeches Mark Hanna deemed 
it necessary for the Republican jour- 
nals and speakers to open the silver 
question anew and to deny aud con- 
tradict what the national administra- 
tion had previously said. 


In accordance with this programme, 


Secretary Gage obediently takes back 
all that he had previously said on the 
subject and intimates there might be 
a possibility that Bryan would use his 
office to violate the laws. Such a 
reckless and gratuitous partisan as- 
sertion is unworthy the consideration 
of intelligent people.

Only a few months ago Senator Han- 


na,chairrnan of the National Republic- 
an committee, in a published inter- 
view, deliberately constituted himself 
the champion of the trusts and assert- 
ed that they were a benefit to the pnb- 
lie. In that interview he not only ad- 
mitted the existence of the trusts, but 
strenuously upheld and defended them. 


On the 13th of September, 1900, this 


same Hanna made a speech in Chicago, 
in which he took new and strange 
grounds in respect to these predatory 
combinations. 
He said, "I don't be- 


lieve there is a trust in the United 
States, the state laws make trusts im- 
possible." 


Is not thatpositionastounding ? For, 


among several hundred volumes in the 
eongressional library on trusts, there 
is one volume by Marcus A. Hanna— 


1S99. 
While there is abundant proof 


in the congressional library, in the 
Congressional Record and in the official 
reports of the senate committees that 
not only one trust exists but many 
trusts have their existence in the 
United States, Senator Hanna public- 
ly states that he does' not believe that 
there U any such sordid, greedy and 
rapacious thing, not one, in the entire 


country. And this, too, notwithstand- 
ing that both President McKinley and 
Colonel Roosevelt, in their letters 
of 
acceptance, clearly state their 


knowledge of the existence of trusts. 


It is strange that the chairman of 


the Uationol Republican committee 
should have so soon forgotten that the 
testimony he gave in his defense of the 
trusts is of record in so public a place 
as the congressional library; but it is 
very much stranger that he should not 
have read, that he is absolutely igno- 
rant, ol the declarations of his presi- 
dential and vice presidential candi- 
dates. 


But the explanation is plain. 
The 


chairman of the National Republican

Pay Your Owu Taxes. 


By Act of General Assembly, ap- 


proved July 15, 1897, it is made a mis- 
demeanor, punishable by fine and im- 
prisonment, for any one to pay the oc- 
cupation or poll tax of another, unless 
be does so on an order so to do in \vrit- 
ing and signed. The substance of said 
act is gathered from the second sec- 
tion thereof, which we quote) as fol- 
lows : 


"Section 2. That it shall be unlawful 


for any officer, clerk or other person author- 
ized to collect taxes and receipt therefor, 
to receive payment of or receipt for auy 
occupation or poll tax assessed for state or 
county purposes from any person other 
than the elector against whom such tea. 
shall have been assessed, except upon his 
written and signed order authorizing such 
payment to be made."

An Altoonm EnglnMr'a Plant for an Blee 


trio JtUIImr. 


" The following despatch from Altoona 
appeared in Tuesday's Pittsburg Post: 


"City Engineer H. S. Linton, of this 


city, has the plane drawn for one of 
the largest and most extensive water 
powers in tbe state, and will use the 
power for electric railway and lighting 
purposes. 
The water shed drained 


comprises an area of 82 square miles, 
and at the power house on Yellow 
creek, Bedford county, 25 miles from 
this city, the plans call for 110 feet, 
developing in the dryest season 1,800- 
horse power and during the winter 
and spring and fall months this will 
be increased to 5,000-horse power. 


"The plans call for a dam covering 


140 acres and with a breast of 100 feet 
in height. As soon as the plans are 
carried ont it is the intention of the 
promoters to build an electric railway 
from Hollidaysburg to connect with 
the Huntingdon and Broad Top rail- 
road at Everett, and this will give a 
continuous line from Altoona to Ever- 
ett, 31 miles. It is also planned to 
bring the electric fluid to Altoona, and 
utilize it for street and inside lighting 


"A company of capitalists 
from 


Philadelphia has secured a charter 
from the state for the purpose of devel- 
oping the water power and is now ne- 
gotiating with Mr. Linton for the pur- 
chase of his rights, plans and land. 
When completed the electric line will 
be one of the most important feeders 
for Altoona that has been constructed 
for years." 


City Engineer Linton formerly lived 


in Bedford and is a brother-in-law of 
Insurance Agent W. F. Moore, of this 
place.

WASHINGTON, September 25 —Wheth- 


er Mr. McKinley's partnership with 
Li Hung Chang is to be permanent or 
is merely to be used to try to postpone 
the action of the other powers in China 
until after the election, is a question of 
much interest just now. It is signifi- 
cant that just before the administra- 
tion decided to practically sever its 
connection with the allied powers in 
China Mr. MeKinley had a long private 
conference with ex-Secretary of State 
John W. Foster, who was Li Hung 
Chang's attorney and adviser -when 
that shifty and crafty chap was nego- 
tiating for peace with Japan, and who 
is believed to be acting in the same 
capacity now. Mr. McKinley's decis- 
ion that the American troops should, 
with the exception of a heavy legation 
guard, be at once withdrawn from 
China had a doxible purpose. It was a 
concession to that portion of public 
opinion which has been asking why 
they were not withdrawn ever since 
Pekin was taken and all American cit- 
izens were out of danger, and it at the 
same time gave the administration 
about 4,000 soldiers who can be sent 
to the Philippines, where the war is 
again raging, notwithstanding admin- 
istration assertions that it was over 
many months ago. The partnership 
with Li Hung Chang crops out in that 
portion of the diplomatic note to the 
powers which informs them that the 
United States minister to China has 
been instructed to arrange the prelim- 
inaries for opening negotiations with 
Li.

At least 44 vessels, including 
the best we have, will compose the 
fleet.

A Clover Parody ol a Well-Known Doc- 


ument. 


When, in the fateful course of blind 


Destiny, it becomes necessary for the 
people of a great democratic republic 
to subjugate inferior peoples, and by 
destroying infant republics to assume 
among the nations of the earth the 
exalted and profitable station of a 
world power, a decent respect to the 
opinions of the better elements of 
mankind requires that they should 
declare the causes which impel them 
to part from their democratic ideals. 


We hold these truths to be self-evi- 


dent, that the God of infinite love is a 
judicious respecter of persons, who in 
His infinite wisdom hath created some 
men in superior station and with su- 
perior rights; that they are charged 
by their Creator with certain corres- 
ponding duties; that amoag these is 
the divine obligation of regulating the 
lives and liberties and ministering to 
the happiness 
of their 
inferiors 


through the strenuous processes of 
benevolent 
assimilation 
That to 


perform these duties governments are 
instituted over inferiors, deriving ar- 
bitrary powers from standing armies 
and crooked taxation, and conterving 
the privileges of the governing class 
by thereunto subordinating the rights 
of the governed. That whenever gov- 
ernment becomes republican in spirit 
and thereby destructive of these des- 
potic ends it is the duty of the better 
elements to alter or abolish it, pro- 
vided they do so in the name of pa- 
triotism, and to institute imperial

No long political memory 
is needed to recall the success with which this game was played to force the 
repeal of the Sherman purchase law iu IS'JS.

Hoir New Eogland Honsewlvei Prepare 


Their Moat Famons Dish. 


Of baked beans, the genuine New 


England kind, Sallie Joy White writes 
at considerable length in the October 
Woman's Home Companion. This is 
the way she says the famous dish 
ihould be prepared : 


"The best bean to~use is the pea- 


bean—which is the smallest white bean 
that is grown. A quart of the beans 
should be carefully picked over the 
night before they are to be used and 
all the specked ones removed. 
If 


the beans are over a year old they 
may be soaked over night in cold 
water, the water being turned off in 
the early morning and renewed with 
fresh water. If the beans are not a 
year old they have not to be soaked 
over night, as they would grow too 
soft and would break and become 
mushy when cooked, a result that is to 
be sedulously avoided. In the morning 
put them over the fire in cold water, 
and parboil them very slightly. Allow 
the water to come just to a boil, then 
take them ofE, drain them through a 
colander and pour cold water over 
them, rinsing them thoroughly. This 
not only rinses all the water from 
them in which they have been boiled, 
but gives them an additional firmness, 
which tends to prevent their breaking 
while in the process of farther cooking. 
Furthermore, the beans will have a 
much more delicate flavor and will be 
less likely to disagree with a person 
who has a delicate stomach or a ten- 
dency to dyspepsia. 


"Lay a thin slice of fat salt pork on 


the botton of the bean-pot and on this 
a small onion; pour in the beans. Have 
ready a piece of salt pork weighing 
about half a pound, the rind scored 
every quarter of an inch, and put it in 
the pot with the beans, arranging it so 
that the top shall be even with the top 
of the beans and the rest buried in 
them. If the pork is very well salted 
and particularly lean very little salt 
will be required—about one-third of a 
teaspoonful; but if it is fat use one full 
teaspoonful. Add one salt-spoonful of 
ground mustard, one heaping table- 
spoonful of granulated sugar or two 
tablespoonfuls of molasses—most peo- 
ple prefer this to sugar, but it is a 
matter of taste—cover with cold water, 
set in a moderate oven and bake from 
eight to ten hours slowly andateadily,"

intellectual 


ability; who has a keen sense of right 
and wrong; who in her last moments, 
facing death with the calmness and res- 
olution of a stoic, with the positive evi- 
dence of impurity upon her, in her 
dying moment seems to prize her puri- 
ty of character more than she laments 
her approaching death. 


In her first appearance on any stage 


we find her as the child of a poor moth- 
er who feels unable to support her off- 
spring. Of her father we know nothing; 
he might have died, or be might have de- 
serted her, but this much we know—the 
mother succeeded in finding a rich lady 
with no daughter of her own, although 
she was the mother of several sons, who 
took the child to her heart, reared her 
and loved her as if shs were indeed 
her own; gave her the, best education 
that money could procure.
